COMMUNICATION, 

We have been much gratified at witnessing the 
great improvements which are now making in the 
Medical Department of the University of Maryland 
The qualifications of the gentlemen, who has been 
lately appointed Professor of Surgery and Morbid 
Anatomy, are all that were wanting to give consisten- 
cy, strength and vigor to the school. We thik, we 
can perceive strong indications, that it has received 
an impulse, which will in a short time give it a still 
more elevated character than it has yet attained. 
Great exertions are making to finish, in a handsome 
style, the centre building, so as to give every possible 
facility for carrying on “the duties of the institution. 
The Preparation Rooms ave to receive additional 
light, and to be supplied with every convenience. 
The foundation of a new building is laid, the corner 
stone of which was placed on Friday last, by the ve- 
nerable Col Lloward, which, besides other convens- 
encies, is to contain two splendid rooms, the one for 
a class room, the other for an Anatomical Museum 
Mr. Pattison’s cabinet of Morbid Anatomy, which 
was bequeathed to him by the late celebrated Allan 
Burns of Glasgow, and which is by far the most valua- 
ble collection in this country, is to be deposited in this 
room ; anda gentleman, whose life has been devoted 
to these pursuits, is permanently engaged to reside in 
| the college, for the purpose of enlarging the Museum. 
| The buildings are to be completed before the classes 
begin 

The history of this University, abundantly shews 
that the geograph'cal situation of Baltimore, is ad- 
mirably suited for the support of a very large institu- 
tion of this kind. The most southern of our large 
cities, and allied to the inhabitants of the south and 
west by a similarity of interest, education, and habits 
of thinking, Baltimore is at present, and probably 
will long continue to be, the natural metropolis of 
this extensive country. Itis littie more than ten years 
since a few enterprising individuals, deeply impressed 
with the beneficial influence which the cultivation of 
letters exerts upon a comunity, founded this institu- 
tion ; and, though it has had to contend with some 
serisus obstacles, its increase has been rapid beyoud 
exainple ; at least so far as we are acquainted with 
the history of similar establishments. It is at present, 
in the number of its pupils, second only to Philadel- 
phia,
